Monopolies, vested interests, and 
large businesses are entrenched 
firmer than ever in our economic 
system with no signs or indications 
of our government to prevent fi- 
nancial and economic chaos and it 
is inevitable that depressions will 
be bigger and more often than be- 
fore 

Let us face realities. We have in- 
dividual freedom plus security on 
a sound basis: for no man can realls 
be free while the tools with which 
he work the medium of exchange 
with which he does his business, are 
owned and controlled by private in 
dividuals for private gain. How in 
the name of glory can “the sov 
ereign power of the people” be exer 
cised through their representatives 
under such conditions? Is govern 
ment by Order-In-Coun exercis 
ing the sovereign power of the 


people? Or is it exercising the 
power of the financial dictatorship? 
The real democracy still remains 
a dream or some Utopian vision 
despite the fact that it can be 


acquired by common-sense judg 
ment 

Surely we can co-operate on 
larger scale and demand our rights 
and privileges by eliminating all 
those responsible for political 
rackets such as we have endured 
Until then, we can expect the same 
old drudgery in one form or an- 
other, in other word legalized

Now Mr. Welles seems to fear a 
repetition of something that did not 
happen before for the reasons he 
gives. He attacks the balance of 
power concept as though the bal- 
ance still lay in western Europe 
That was true for centuries but it 
has ceased to be true during this 
war. For centuries the major mili- 
tary powers were in Europe. Today 
there are only three great powers: 
Russia, partly in Europe; Britain 
which has not been in continental 
Europe for centuries, and the 
United States. If we now speak of 


Balance of power is not the on 
or the best conceivable way to keen 
peace. The longest period of world 
peace was maintained by Rome 
It was a peace with constant mino 
wars and ever-expanding conques', 
by political pressures or force of 
arms, but there were no conflicts 
between great powers, because 
there was only one great power, 
But the United States is neither 
willing nor able to take over the 
role of Rome, nor to assign that 
role to any other power 

The second longest period of 
world peace—disturbed only b) 
isolated, containable wars—was 
from the end of the Napoleonic 
wars until 1914, the era of the Pax 
Brittanica or the balance of power 
peace. The present war, like the 
last one, occurred because Britain 
was no longer strong enough to 
maintain that peace. But it was

Let’s Continue Our Gardening 


(Unlikely That All Victory 
Gardeners Will Be Con- 
tented Golfers 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 
Have you ever stopped to think 

that while volumes have been writ- 

ten about postwar housing, little has 
been said about gardens after V-J 
Day! Yet logically the two should 
go hand in hand 
This is especially true, since the 
chances are there will be many 
more amateurs interested in gar- 
dening after the war than there 
were before. For it is unlikely that 
all of the hundreds of thousands 
who planted gardens for the first 
ime during the war years will 
desert the soil and return to golf 
and bridge 

In gardening as in housing, where 
opinion polls reveal that the public 
generally shuns the ultra-modern, 
no drastic changes in design are to 
be expected the moment hostilities 
cease. What changes there are will 
come gradually and will be directed 
from the start toward simplification 

Maintenance will dictate this 
trend. For maintenance will con- 
tinue to be a problem. perhaps for 
vears. Simplicity involves no sacri 
fice of charm, and certainly the 
simple garden is far easier to main 
tain than one that is cluttered and 
fussv. And like maintenance. food 
will be a problem. So the combined 


vegetable patch and cutting garden 
will be much more in evidence than 
it was before the war 
* * m 

There will be other changes, such 
as a drastic shift in the placing and 
choice of plant material. For ex- 
emple there will be no attempt to 
start young oaks in areas where 
oaks are going back. Instead, the 
amateur will set out maple, beech 
or hemlock. For this is nature's 
method and in accordance with eco- 
logical principles 

But perhaps the change which will 
result in the most benefit will stem 
from a better knowledge of soil and 
soil management Lawns, trees 
shrubs, evergreens and perennials 
constitute an extensive type of 
planting And once planted, with 
the possible exception of perennials 
they are seldom removed 

Unlike the farmer, the ornamental 
gardener cannot practice crop ro- 
tation, cannot follow wheat with 
pasture corn with legumes 
Through knowledge and experiment 
other methods (not just half-baked 
guesses) of maintaining soil fertility 
must be developed. And these may 
imply an extensive use of ground 
covers and mulches

for the gardener 

In combating aphids on tomato 
leaves, shift from nicotine sulphate 


to rotenone once fruits have begun 
to form 

Now is the time to thin biennia's 
and perennials started from seeds 
earlier in the season 

Have you dusted your brocc 
cauliflower and kale? Do this with 
pyrethrum or rotenone in order to 
control cabbage worms and aphids. 

To increase the stock of plants, 
peg down runners in the strawberry 
patch 

Be sure to inspect your vine 
crops for squash vine borers. 
If any are found, slit stems with a 
knife and remove Heal stem 
wounds by covering with mud

All good gardeners should have 
a few herbs in their gardens 

Herbs and spices add that inde- 
scribable flavor to soups, casseroles, 
vegetable, meats alic salad dr 
ings. In these days when tere 
food, and you must serve the 
same thing more often, herbs, spices 
and spiced vinegars will give in 
terest and flavor to many dishes 

Many people have the idea that 
spices need to be of the imported 
type to be of excellent flavor but 
California has done herself proud 


by developing many spices and 
herbs of delightful aroma and 
flavor 


Although spices and herbs add 
zest to foods, do not use too much, 
nor should the seasoned food stand 
a long time before being served

a speech by Gideon D. Seymour, 
Executive Editor of the Minneap- 
olis Star Journal, after a visit to 


German concentration camp 


There was no use in our going 
these German camps, and coming 
back to report about them, only to 
tell horrible anecdote 

What do the stories and thew 
patiern mean’ That is what the Am- 
erican and Canadian soldiers are 
asking themselyes. It is what the 
American and Canadian people, 1 
think, are asking 

I want, in closing o an 
swer that question—gropingly and 
humbly and without pretence tha! 
this answer is the last word 

Is this carnival of borror in Ger- 
many simply a terrible Nazi night 
mare, that has been dispelled now 
that Nazism is crushed’? Were the 
Nazis a terrible incubus which fas- 
|}tened itself on the unwilling Ger- 
man people and committed crimes 
| unspeakable in their name? Or, on 
the other hand, are the German peo- 
|ple beasts, or, as Edgar Mowrer 
says, insane? Are al) the Germans 
like the 800,000 Nazis whom the 
highest American military men in 
Europe believe—without an) blood- 
thirstiness or eagerness .for ven- 
eance—were basically responsible 
for Nazism and its fight to the bit 
terest finish of any grea! war in 
history?

The answer isn't as simple as any 
of the premises I have cited. We 
asked Genera! Eisenhower what

|may not be kept beautifully clean 
or who wear too many clothes, and 
in areas of the skin in which there 
are folds which create additional 
heat and moisture 

So what the baby needs is a 

fine, soapy bath daily and as 
many sponge baths as are needed 
to keep him comfortable. In the 

clear water sponge-bath, put a 
teaspoon of baking soda in a pint 
of water, or a handful of starch 
or cornstarch. Let either one dry 
by evaporation, leaving a soothing 
film on baby’s red, prickly skin, 

Babies get windburns as well as 
sunburns if they are put out on 
days of high wind, even if the sky 
is cloudy. Either sun or windburns 
must 
burn from a fire. Give little foods, 
lots of water and call the doctor if 
the burns are extensive. If mild, 
cover them with some soothing 
salve or cream and keep covered 
well until the red is gone from 
them 

All babies must get used to sun- 
light gradually, by being put out 
in it for only five minutes the 
first day and increasing by one 
minute or two daily until they 
can stay out from 15 minutes to 
one-half hour, Change their posi- 
tion frequently and keep the sun 
out of their eyes. 

Children old enough travel 
around in the woods should know 
the appearance of poison ivy or oak 
and stay away from it As soon 
as they come into the house they 
should get into the tub and scrub 
well with soap and water. If they 
develop a blistery, irritating rash, 
call the doctor
